presented here for the first time in his- 
: tory. 
The records, which include the 
I construction, equipment and 
perform­ 
ances of ironclads, cruisers, torpedoes 
and torpedo boats, stand as a monument 
to the energy, skill anil daring of Con­ 
federate officers and sailors.” 
The pub­ 
lication has now reached probably the 
most interesting portion of the w ar from 
a naval point of view, says the libra­ 
rian. 
It is recommended that the rec­ 
ords of the American navy in colonial 
times, during the Revolutionary war, 
and other operations, down to and in­ 
cluding the Mexican war, be collected 
and arranged for publication.

STRIKE SP R E A D S IN RUSSIA. 


Railway Traffic N e a r ly P a r a l y z e d — 
Coal L in e s Affected. 
The railroad strike situation in Rus­ 
sia shows no signs of amelioration. T raf­ 
fic across the central belt is paralyzed, 
while a general strike, which broke out 
at Kharkoff, has cut off communication 
in another great section of the empire. 
Ivharkoff is the most im portant railroad 
center in southern Russia. 
The strike 
affects among others the line 
to the 
Donetz coal region, on which Russia 
largely depended for fuel during the 
crisis in the oil regions, and the line to 
Odessa aud Sebastopol. 
Moscow is iso­ 
lated, except the line to St. Petersburg, 
while the capital has one international 
line open to Berlin. 
The strike is part 
of a general scheme of the social demo­ 
crats to compel the emperor to grant 
universal suffrage and complete political 
freedom, but the plan of the leaders is 
to avoid a collision with the authorities. 
Their present purpose is to make tests 
of the strength of the various organiza­ 
tions preparatory to the inauguration 
of a general strike of all classes in sup­ 
port of the radicals about the time the 
national assembly meets. 


SO FT COAL MINERS MAY STRIKE.

On the com pletion of his 
trip he will have visited during his a d ­ 
m inistration as P resident every S tate 
in the Union. 
A fter tentative arrangem ents for the 
trip had been com pleted, tile epidem ic 
of yellow fever broke out in New O r­ 
leans, one of the principal points of 
th e P resident’s itinerary. H e w as urged 
by m any of bis friends th a t lie ought 
not to visit New O rleans at th e tim e 
scheduled, lest he be exposed 
To officials of New’ O rleans the P res­ 
ident suggested that, If they preferred. 
lie would postpone his visit to th a t city 
until a later date. 
A ssurances w ere 
given him, however, by M ayor Behr- 
m.in and by officials of the m arine hos­ 
pital service th a t a t the tim e of his 
proposed visit to New O rleans danger 
from fever infection practically would 
b f out of consideration.

fests itself in the shape of envy aud 
lawless violence on the other. 
O ur aim must be to deal justice to 
each man; no more ami no less. *

TORNADO H IT8 A TOWN. 


K ills Four Persons, Injures Thirty- 
five and Wrecks Sorento, 111. 
A tornado struck the village of Sor­ 
ento, 111., thirty-tw o m iles no rth east of 
St. Louis, T uesday night, killing four 
persons, injuring tliirty-rtve others, of 
whom th ree will probably die, and do­ 
ing a g reat am ount of dam age to prop­ 
erty. 
F orty houses w ere blow n to 
atom s or carried from th eir founda­ 
tions. 
A com plete sw ath 
w as 
cu t 
through th e tow n. 
E verything in the 
track of th e tornado w as reduced to 
debris or blown aw ay. 
T he four per­ 
sons killed w ere in th eir hom es in d if­ 
ferent p arts of Sorento. All w ere bad­ 
ly crushed. 
The storm 
approached 
from 
the 
southw est and sw ept through the m ain 
residence portion o f th e tow n. 
The 
w ork of the wind w as quickly done 
and then followed a heavy dow npour 
of rain, accom panied by vivid light­ 
ning and deep thunder. Those who es­ 
caped injury w ere for the tim e panic­ 
stricken. but finally ralliinl and set to 
w ork to rescue the injured. 
So violent 
w as 
the tornado th a t 
som e 
residences 
w ere sw ept aw ay 
com pletely. 
H ouses 
th a t 
rem ained 
standing w ere converted into tem por­ 
ary hospitals and refuges and the peo­ 
ple by lantern-light, in pouring rain, 
searched through debris ami dragged 
o u t the injured, who w ere im m ediately 
•taken in charge by all tile doctors in 
the vicinity. The population of Soren­ 
to num bers 1,100 persons. 
T he storm th a t w recked Sorento del­ 
uged Alton, 111., a few miles south of 
Sorento, in the n atu re of a cloudburst. 
St. Louis also suffered the fury of a 
terrific thunderstorm . 
A lton’s streets 
w ere turned 
into 
tem porary rivers. 
Fourteen m iles d istan t the village of 
G rafton w as deluged and th e m ain 
street w as three feet under w ater. 
Ten miles north of Alton a Chicago, 
Peoria and St. Louis 
freight 
train 
struck a w ashout in th e storm and 
plunged down an em bankm ent 
into 
Branch (’reek, containing six foot of 
w ater. Tw o cars contained cattle and 
horses and only a few of the anim als 
escaped death. 
Several tram ps 
scmmi 
to sw ing on the train previously are 
believed to have perished. A t St. Louis

DEATH AND A RECORD LOSS IN 
FIERCE WIND. 


Lives and Hundreds of Thousands of 
Dollars Are Cost of a Terrific Hur­ 
ricane - Fatal Wreck Off Cleveland 
—Michigan Shore Is Swept. 


Death and destruction resulted from 
one of the fiercest gales that ever 
swept the lower lakes, which lasted 
for twelves hours Thursday and Fri­ 
day. 
Hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars’ worth of property has been lost. 
Crippled vessels sought refuge in Chi­ 
cago harbor, and at every other lake 
port. Many wrecks were reported. 
The east shore of Lake Michigan 
suffered severely, dock property worth 
thousands of dollars being sw ept away 
at St. Joseph, South H aven, Holland, 
Grand H aven, and M uskegon. Heavy 
waves bom barded the coast, and the 
P erre M arquette bridge, spanning the 
St. Joseph R iver n ear its m outh, seem ­ 
ed in danger of being sw ept away. 
Sum m er resort property has been de­ 
stroyed. A t least tw o sailors lost th eir 
lives in the w reck of the steam er Sarah 
E. Sheldon off L orain, Ohio. The h u r­ 
ricane is one of the w orst in recent 
years, and it is believed shipping in­ 
terests will be fo rtu n ate if m any m ore 
w recks are not reported. 
T hree vessels th a t m ade port a t Chi­ 
cago cam e in badly disabled. 
The Al 
W illiam s of Sheboygan w as crippled 
to such ex ten t th a t Capt. C harles G ar­ 
land and his crew a t the life-saving 
station prepared to go to the aid of the 
boat, but a tug reached the vessel and 
tow ed it into the harbor. 
Its canvas 
w as turn into bits, its m asts broken, 
and it show ed the b atterin g of the 
storm in other w ays. 
The schooner 
R ate Law rence, from F o rt R iver, and 
the schooner Lotus, from M enominee, 
both lum ber vessels, got in w ith diffi­ 
culty, badly dam aged. 
The storm dam aged portions of the 
sea wall along the Chicago north shore, 
and w ashed out huge chunks of the 
bluffs north of E vanston.

GIRLS SOLD AS SLAVES. 


W a s h in g t o n a n d C h ic a g o A u t h o r i t i e s 
C o -o p e ra te to S to p T raffic. 
As a result of the revelations of a 
traffic in American girls in the Orient 
United States authorities are continuing, 
with the police of Chicago, their inves­ 
tigation to uncover the operations of a 
band of women in New York, Chicago, 
San Francisco, Hongkong and Shanghai. 
Enough has already been 
learned to 
move Chief of Police Colins of Chicago 
to order one woman to leave the city. 
Chief Collins declared he bad informa­ 
tion that the system of enticing white 
girls from the country to become the life­ 
long slaves of rich merchants and man­ 
darins in China is national in its scope 
and is controlled by a regularly organ­ 
ized syndicate having Chicago 
m r its 
headquarters. 
It is also revealed that 
the immigration officials a t W ashington 
have been conducting a secret investiga­ 
tion into this form of white slave traffic 
for some time. 
The authorities encounter the principal 
difficulty in attacking the system because 
of their inability thus far to secure the 
testimony from the victims. 
In almost 
every instance the women leave this 
country never to return. 
A fter being 
enticed to the Orient by agents of the 
syndicate, who hold out promises of re­ 
munerative positions as waitresses in 
American hotels or other employment, 
the women are declared to be sold for 
prices ranging from $500 
to 
$1,000. 
Taken into the interior, they become the 
slaves of their masters and are heard 
from no more. 
In his possession. Chief 
Collins has the names of many women 
who are now supposed to be in China 
and whose chances for escape are hope­ 
less. 
The disclosures affecting the women in 
Chicago came from an investigation by 
Canadian officials into the 
disappear­ 
ance from Chicago of four young women 
from Montreal aud the sale of one of 
them in Shanghai later. 


P o litic a l L o a n s A r e S aid to H a v e R a i n ­ 
ed t h e P e n n s y lv a n ia I n s t i t u t i o n . 
Startling developments have followed 
the investigation of the Enterprise Na­ 
tional Bank at Allegheny City, Pa., 
which closed the other day. 
Names of 
several prominent citizens 
active 
in 
State politics have become more deeply 
involved In the scandal. 
Subsequent 
events are expected to be far more sen­ 
sational than the suicide of T. Lee Clark, 
cashier of the bank. 
This bank, which had on deposit $S00,- 
000 of State funds, has failed. 
Accord­ 
ing to the president of the bank, who 
calls 
himself 
a “dummy president,” 
“nearly $700,000 of the $800,000 is out 
on paper of State politicians.” 
Consid­ 
erable of the money was loaned to carry 
out a railroad deal which promised large 
profits. 
It fell through with much loss 
to those engaged in it. 
The practice of placing State moneys 
whore politicians could 
use 
them for 
speculative purposes and private gain is 
one of long standing in Pennsylvania. 
The funds are deposited in a bank or 
banks whose officers understand their 
business and make loans to the politi­ 
cians who are in the “ ring” without scru­ 
tinizing too closely the security they give. 
There have l>een occasions when this 
method of doing business 
came 
near 
proving disastrous to all concerned. 
Un­ 
successful speculation put in peril the 
funds of the S tate and threatened un­ 
pleasant consequences for those respon­ 
sible for their safe keeping. 
The pitch­ 
er has gone once too often to the well, 
and much explaining will have to be 
done by somebody. 
The politicians arc using their utmost 
efforts to throw all the blame on the 
dead cashier. 
Directors of the bank de­ 
clare Senator Penrose had a $75,000 note 
in the bank, but it is understood the 
latter denies it. 
A rapid inquiry is being made into 
Cashier Clark’s personal affairs. 
H e 
whs estimated to have Leon worth $300,- 
(XX), but his friends say that h# sank 
all his assets in an attem pt to reim­ 
burse the bank and that his suicide fol­ 
lowed his failure to stem the tide. 
Clark’s friends believe that investi­ 
gation will show th at he leaves no prop­ 
erty and that he had given the bank all 
he had after his own bad investments 
were cared-for. 
They declare he was 
ruined by business associates and that 
it will be found he is a defaulter.

SOUNDS A RATE LAW CALL. 


P r e s id e n t R oosevelt in a S p e e c h U rg e s 
M o re P o w e r O v e r R a ilro a d s* 
In his tour of tile South President 
Roosevelt has spoken m any times. At 
Raleigh, N. C., the President in be­ 
ginning his address 
reviewed 
North 
Carolina’s p art in the m aking of the 
history of the republic, an d alluded to 
its present condition of prosperity. He 
spoke of the duties of the individual 
citizen to the nation and to the State, 
and then launched into the m ain p u r­ 
pose of his address, the governm ent 
supervision of railw ays. 
On this sub­ 
ject he said: 


I do not believe in government owner­ 
ship of anything which can with pro­ 
priety be left in private hands, and in 
particular I should most strenuously ob­ 
ject to government ownership of rail­ 
roads. 
But I believe with equal firm­ 
ness that it is out of the question for 
government not to exercise a super-

the 
visory and regulatory right over the 
railroads; for it is vital to the well be­ 
ing of tho public that they should be 
managed in a spirit of fairness aud jus­ 
tice toward all the public. 
Actual experience has shown that it 
is not possible to leave tile railroads 
uncontrolled. 
Such a system, or rather 
such a lack of system, is 
fertile 
in 
abuses of every kind, and puts a pre­ 
mium upon unscrupulous and ruthless 
cunning in railroad management; for 
there are souio big shippers and some 
railroad managers who are always will­ 
ing to take unfair advantage of their 
weaker competitors, and they thereby 
force other big shippers and big railroad 
men who would like to do decently into 
similar acts of wrong and injustice, un­ 
der penalty of being left behind in the 
race for success.

terest of the big shipper and of the rail­ 
road man who want to do right as in the 
interest of the small shipper aud the 
consumer.

able or unreasonable, is unwise. 
What 
we need is to have some administrative 
body with ample power to forbid com­ 
bination that is hurtful to the public, 
and to prevent favoritism to one indi­ 
vidual at the expense of another. 
In other words, we want an admin­ 
istrative body with the power to secure 
fair and just treatment as among all 
shippers who use the railroads—and all 
shippers have a right to use them. 
We 
must not leave the enforcement of such 
a law merely to the department of jus­ 
tice; it is out of the question for tin 
law department of the government to do 
what should be purely administrative 
work. 
The abuses of which we have a genu­ 
ine right to complain take many shapes. 
Rebates are not now oft*ui given openly. 
But they can be given just as effective­ 
ly in covert form, and private c a r s , ter­ 
minal tracks, and the like 
must 
be 
brought under the control of the c o m m i s ­ 
sion or administrative body, which is 
to exercise supervision by the govern­ 
ment. 
x 
But, in my judgment Aho most impor­ 
tant thing to do is to give to this admin­ 
istrative body power to make its find­ 
ings effective, and this can be dom* only 
by giving it power, when complaint is 
made of a given rate as being unjust 
or unreasonable, if it finds the complaint 
proper, then itself to fix a maximum 
rate which it regards as just and rea­ 
sonable, this rate to go into effect prac­ 
tically at once—that is, within a rea­ 
sonable time—and to stay iii effect un­ 
less reversed by the courts. 
It must be understood, as a matter 
of course, that if this power is granted 
it is to be exercised with wisdom and 
caution and self restraint. 
The inter­ 
state commerce commissioner or other 
government official who failed to protect 
a railroad that was in the right against 
any clamor, no matter how violent, on 
the part of the public, would be guilty 
of as gross a wrong as if he corruptly 
rendered an improper service to the rail­ 
road at the expense of the public. 


L a s h e s th e G r a f t e r s , 
In a brief speech a t Atlanta Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt unmercifully lashed the 
grafters in politics and called on de 
cent men to denounce dishonest offi­ 
cials and whip them into obscurity.

“Instead of asking that you be len­ 
ient in your judgment of any public 
man, I hold that you are recreant to 
your duty if you are lenient. 
If you 
have good reason to believe he is cor­ 
rupt, then refuse under any pleas of 
party expediency, tinder any considera­ 
tion. from refraining from smiting him 
with the sword of the 
Lord 
and of 
Gideon.”
